Chief Keef evicted from home 


Rapper was $30,000 
behind in rent payments

Chief Keef’s Instagram site tells the story: 
“Lookin For Houses.” 

The South Side rapper, whose legal name 
is Keith Cozart, was evicted Tuesday from his 
rented mansion in Highland Park, police said. 
It’s the latest in a long list of legal troubles 
for Cozart— though criminal investigation 
connected to him in another North Shore 
community has been closed, authorities said 
Tuesday 

Movers carried Cozart’s belongings out of 
the custom two-story brick home to a mov- 
ing truck as Lake County Sheriff’s depu- 
ties looked on. The owner of the house, Bal 
Bansal, said Cozart, i8, had been a good ten- 
ant and his departure was voluntary, but po- 
lice confirmed it was an eviction. 

According to court records, Cozart had 
been about $30,000 behind in rent payments 
as of March but had reached an agreement to 
catch up by April 20. But a final eviction order 
was filed May 7, records show 

Some of Cozart’s Highland Park neighbors 
have complained about noise, traffic, cars 
blocking the driveway or on the lawn and 
other problems at the home. 

“It’s been horrible,” neighbor Ken Cooper 
said. “They were certainly not good tenants.” 

Highland Park Deputy City Manager Ghi- 
da Neukirch confirmed police have respond- 
ed to “calls of concern from neighbors that 
were based on media reports of Chief Keef’s 
history” But she said nothing serious came 
from those calls. In one case this spring, she 
said, a neighbor called police about a possible 
gunshot heard from the house, but authori- 
ties determined the noise was caused by a tire 
blowout. 

Still, the eviction is the latest in a series 
of misadventures for Cozart. He was little 
known beyond his fans on the South Side and 
in Chicago Public Schools, according to me- 
dia profiles, until he was arrested for allegedly 
pointing a gun at a Chicago police officer, and 
he shot to viral video fame. 

That was in 2012, when Cozart signed his 
first record deal. He was put under house ar- 
rest and, after subsequent scrapes with the 
law, was jailed for violating probation and sent 
to a court-ordered drug rehab. 

Then on March 26 this year, Cozart was at 
the home of his manager in Northfield when

a 33 -year-old man was shot there and seri- 
ously wounded. Chief Keef was in the car that 
drove the man to a hospital, one of his lawyers 
has confirmed. 

Northfield Deputy Police Chief Claude 
Casaletto said Tuesday that his detectives 
have officially closed their investigation into 
the shooting without filing charges. 

An unidentified person of interest in the 
case had been released in April after the 
shooting victim failed to show up at the police 
station for a lineup, officials said. The victim 


declined to press charges. 

“We can’t tell them they have to do this, as 
it’s their choice,” Casaletto said. 

The neighborhood has been quiet since 
the renter, Keef’s manager, Rovaun Manuel, 
moved out of the luxury home a few weeks 
following the incident, police said. 

Cozart also drew the ire of neighbors in 
Northfield for driving an all-terrain vehicle 
around the property, and for apparently pos- 
ing for a picture holding a gun in what ap- 
peared to be the bathroom of the mansion. 


Also in March, Cozart was charged in 
Highland Park with DUI and driving with a 
suspended license and an uninsured motor ve- 
hicle. That case is pending. 

In April, Cozart’s cousin and fellow rapper 
Mario Hess, also known as Blood Money or 
Big Glo, died in a hail of gunfire in Englewood. 

Calls for comment from Cozart and his 
representatives were not returned. One of 
his attorneys, Leah Starkman, previously said 
Cozart believes he is being unfairly targeted 
because of his fame.

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Before city passed an ordinance regulating rideshare 
industry, drivers were ticketed and towed. Why?

U ber X driver Joseph Benavente dropped off a passenger in Old Town for 
a $5 fare in February Shortly thereafter, Chicago police ticketed and 
impounded his car. 

It was just two weeks after Mayor Emanuel had proposed— but the City Council 
had not yet passed— a rideshare ordinance because he said the companies were “op- 
erating in a regulatory vacuum” and needed safety regulations to protect consumers. 


Benavente said a police officer asked if he 
was dropping off someone for Uber, and told 
him ridesharing was illegal. 

“I was clearly surprised just because ev- 
eryone uses it,” said Benavente, 25, of Logan 
Square. “I don’t get how something this large 
could be illegal, and something that’s so out 
in the open. It’s not like we’re brewing moon- 
shine or something like distributing it under- 
ground.” 

Benavente was one of at least 16 Uber X 
and Lyft drivers who were ticketed and had 
their cars impounded from January through 
March in various neighborhoods including 
Bucktown, Wicker Park, River North, Lakev- 
iew. South Loop, near Wrigley Field and out- 
side the United Center, according to copies 
of tickets and vehicle impoundment reports 
RedEye received in response to a Freedom 
of Information Act request. The tickets were 
written for operating as unlicensed public 
passenger vehicles. The city has said there are 
anywhere between 1,000 and 2,000 rideshare 
drivers operating in Chicago. 

The drivers were slapped with a $2,000 
fine, a $150 tow fee and a $20-per-day storage 
fee, totaling more than $34,000 collectively 
Both Uber and Lyft paid the fines and fees so 
drivers could get their cars out of the towyard. 

However nearly all the 16 tickets that went 
to Administrative Hearings — the quasi-judi- 
cial body that handles hearings on citations 
including parking and red-light tickets— were 
dismissed because the city attorney chose 
not to pursue hearings to enforce the tickets 
while the city worked on drafting regulations. 

“Chicago police officers issued violations 
because the rideshare drivers, while unregu- 
lated, were still in violation” for operating 
an unlicensed public passenger vehicle, said

Mika Stambaugh, a spokeswoman for the 
city’s Department of Business Affairs and 
Consumer Protection. 

But had the city informed drivers they were 
in violation? The companies were aware of 
the current regulations, a city spokeswoman 
said, adding that the city “has always been 
supportive of additional transportation op- 
tions and was working on an ordinance to 
bring rideshare companies into compliance.” 

The cab industry has said rideshare compa- 
nies provided the same services but were not 
held accountable to the same rules as taxis. 
Medallion owners, taxi affiliates and cab driv- 
ers sued the city in February for failing to en- 
force its taxi laws on rideshare drivers. 

The City Council’s ordinance, approved 
last month and set to go into effect in late Au- 
gust, will require rideshare companies to get 
licensed and provide insurance, while some 
drivers must obtain chauffeur licenses. Driv- 
ers also will be prohibited from picking up 
passengers at the airports and McCormick 
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Place. In addition, it mandates driver training, 
background checks and vehicle inspections. 

Stambaugh would not directly answer 
whether rideshare drivers currently are subject 
to tickets before the new regulations begin or 
whether there will be a grace period for drivers 
to comply with the new regulations once the 
ordinance takes effect. 

“The enforcement of ticketing rideshare 
drivers for being unlicensed public passenger 
vehicles is second to finalizing the TNP [trans- 
portation network providers] ordinance,” she 
said in an email. 

While details of the ordinance still are being 
worked out, transportation experts who spoke 
to RedEye disagreed about the previous ticket- 
ing of the i6 rideshare drivers. 

Joseph Schwieterman, director of the Chad- 
dick Institute for Metropolitan Development 
at DePaul University said he was surprised the 
city wrote tickets before the ordinance was 
even approved. 

“It seems double-handed to have a regulato- 
ry process but then shoot from the hip before 
that process is complete,” he said. 

Hani Mahmassani, director of Northwest- 
ern University’s Transportation Center, said 
the tickets issued to rideshare drivers were ap- 
propriate because the drivers fell under exist- 
ing regulations. His reasoning is that rideshare 
services are on par with cabs since they give 
rides to the public for money 

When asked whether Uber thought the 
tickets should have been issued, Uber spokes- 
woman Lauren Altmin said, “This occurred in 
a regulatory vacuum. The city agreed the regu- 
lations didn’t fit and that’s why the new frame- 
work and ordinance did pass the City Council.” 

Lyft in March said it did not believe drivers 
were violating any current city law 

Drivers like Brandon James were caught off 
guard by the tickets issued to them. 

James dropped off his Lyft passenger in 
front of the United Center last January when 
he was ticketed. 

“I was reaUy confused [as] to what was going 
on,” said James, 28, of Evanston. 

He had been driving for Lyft for about a 
month before his citation, and said he had 
no idea that giving rides was something that 
would warrant a ticket or tow 

He continued to drive for a few months un- 
til the spring, when he got a new job. “I had a 
lot of fun doing it. The legality issue made it a 
little shady” he said. 

Overall, James said the citation was worth 
the hassle because driving for Lyft helped him 
earn money while he was between jobs. “If 
I would have had to pay that fine, I wouldn’t 
think it was worthy of the risk,” he said. 

Benavente appreciated the quick response 
and financial help from Uber, as well. 

“They’re super supportive and gracious 
enough to take care of the whole thing,” he

Like the old adage says, “You can’t please 
everybody” 

It appears that’s the case with the city’s 
new rideshare ordinance, which will force 
companies such as Uber X, Lyft and Side- 
car to adhere to regulations such as back- 
ground checks, driver training and vehicle 
insurance and inspections, and is expected 
to go into effect late August. 

Rideshare drivers and taxi drivers don’t 
see eye to eye about the implications of the 
regulations. Neither do politicians. And 
how will all this impact the passengers? 

RedEye asked around. 

RIDESHARE DRIVERS 

Some drivers aren’t fond of being told they 
can’t pick up passengers at certain loca- 
tions, including McCormick Place and the 
city’s airports. 

At events such as Chicago Comic & En- 
tertainment Expo in April and the National 
Restaurant Association show in May, the 
cab lines at McCormick Place were long, 
said Dustin Morby 26, who has been driv- 
ing for Uber X and Lyft for a year. 

“Why not have another service to be able 
to pick up there?” he said. 

Under the ordinance, rideshare compa- 
nies will be required to pay city taxes and 
licensing fees. Morby foresees the city rais- 
ing prices and fees in the future. “I think it 
will be over-regulation. Give somebody an 
inch and they take a mile,” he said. He also 
said he’s skeptical he’d learn anything from 
the driver training program. 

Still, he admits there are some upsides. 

“I’m totally OK with having certain in- 
surance requirements. ... That’s what any 
business that operates in any government, 
any state, any city— you have to have certain 
insurance,” he said. “Background checks. 
I’m totally OK with that, too. I don’t want 


to be putting my girlfriend in an Uber and 
not be able to trust the driver.” 

Companies favored the city’s legislation 
because it allowed them to continue to op- 
erate in the city over the state rideshare bill, 
which they said would curtail the rideshare 
industry 

In a statement, Lyft said, “While cities 
and states across the country have stepped 
up as leaders in welcoming community- 
powered transportation without sacri- 
ficing public safety or consumer choice, 
legislators in Springfield have promoted 
policies that stifle innovation and protect 
entrenched interests.”

PASSENGERS 

Riders said consumer protections are good, 
but so is competition for business. ‘As a 
consumer. I’m getting into their car. I’m 
putting on my seat belt and I want to make 
sure they have a working vehicle,” said Er- 
win Delfin, 37, who lives in Greektown. 

But not being able to order an Uber ride 
from the airport sounded like the city was 


trying to protect the taxi industry he said. 

“Waiting in the queue at the airport 
takes forever,” said Delfin, who uses Uber X 
at least once a month. He liked the conve- 
nience of getting an Uber ride, especially 
during cold weather or when he’s been wait- 
ing for a taxi and somebody else snags the 
cab down the block. 

TAXI DRIVERS 

Taxi drivers say the rideshare industry has 
taken away business. “We don’t like it,” said 
Almaz Tolonov, 26, a cab driver who lives in 
West Ridge. Rideshare drivers “should be 
the same as taxis,” he said. 

That’s been the main gripe among the 
taxi industry The ordinance requires ride- 
share companies to get licensed, serve the 
entire city and pay city taxes. 

Rideshare drivers use their personal cars 
and give rides to passengers using a smart- 
phone app while taxicabs must be affixed 
with medallions that can cost thousands of 
dollars. Rideshare drivers can surge prices 
while cab drivers cannot charge more than 
the metered rates set by the city 

POLITICIANS 

Last month, the City Council voted 34-10 
to approve the ordinance to regulate ride- 
share drivers. 

Aid. Anthony Beale (9th) wanted to wait 
for the state to pass its regulations. “This 
ordinance will hurt the hard-working men 
and women who are driving cabs every sin- 
gle day,” he said. 

“This is not at the expense of the taxi 
industry” Mayor Emanuel said after the 
council vote. He called the rideshare mea- 
sure “one of the most comprehensive or- 
dinances around the country” that ensures 
safety to passengers. l.v.

Local engineer floats 
ambitious compiex 


RedEye and Tribune reports 

Entrepreneur Beau D’Arcy paints a roman- 
tic picture when talking about his latest ven- 
ture, a floating entertainment complex called 
Breakwater Chicago. 

“When you’re on Breakwater, you have the 
ability to have a great dinner, a glass of wine 
and watch the sunset drop down behind the 
buildings to the west,” the 33-year-old Lincoln 
Park resident said. “That vantage point is 
something that we offer that very few places 
in Chicago can offer.” 

Before he can offer the spectacular view, 
someone has to pay for it. D’Arcy would like 
that person to be you. 

“Whether you’re chipping in $ i , $ i o o , what- 
ever you can do, when you go out to Breakwa- 
ter, you’ll have a sense of pride,” said D’Arcy 
a mechanical engineer who said he’s spent the 
past two years planning the attraction. 

He and his two co-founders, 40 -year-old 
Lakeview resident Ashvin Lad and 32-year-old 
River North resident Liz Bell, started solicit- 
ing money for the project Tuesday through 
Kickstarter, a crowdfunding site where aver- 
age-Joe benefactors chip in dough for ideas 
they’re excited about. By 6 p.m., 185 people 
had collectively pledged more than $20,000. 

The total price tag for the floating attrac- 
tion likely will be around $23 million, D’Arcy 
said. Only a portion of that— $30,000 to 
start— will be sought on Kickstarter. He 
hopes to raise the rest through more conven- 
tional means. So far, he said the project has 
drawn more than $500,000 in investments, 
though he declined to provide an exact figure. 

D’Arcy and his partners speak about the 
project in grand terms and have an ambitious 


timeline for its opening. If all goes well, they 
want to welcome the first guests by July 4, 2015. 

“We think this will continue to help Chica- 
go be a world-class city and be very competi- 
tive in the tourism landscape by having that 
‘a-ha’ thing that you must see,” Lad said. 

In addition to lots of cash, D’Arcy’s ambi- 
tion will need the blessing of more than a few 
regulators. The facility, which he said would 
be anchored about a mile from the shore dur- 
ing the summer and towed to the beach in 
the winter, will need permits from the Coast 
Guard, state and city 

D’Arcy said he’s met with officials at all 
levels of government to learn about the 
permitting process and hasn’t yet run into 
opposition. But even he notes that the lack 
of resistance is very different than an out- 
right endorsement. A spokeswoman in the 
mayor’s office declined to comment on the 
project Tuesday. 

While many on social media spoke excit- 
edly about the plans, others were less enthu- 
siastic. Howard Learner, executive director 
of the Environmental Law and Policy Center, 
said any private development in the water is 
a bad idea. 

“Lake Michigan is a national treasure,” he 
said. “It supplies drinking water supply to all 
Chicagoans and recreation to tens of millions of 
people. We shouldn’t be messing with the lake.” 

But D’Arcy a lifelong sailor, pitched the 
project as a way to add value to Chicago’s wa- 
terfront without hurting the environment. 

He said it would be “almost like a green- 
house environment where you can still get a 
suntan on a sunny day in January ”

Feds issue diet advice for 
pregnant women: Go fish 


In the latest attempt to strike a balance be- 
tween the health benefits and risks of eating 
fish, the Obama administration Tuesday en- 
couraged pregnant women, women of child- 
bearing age and breast-feeding mothers to eat 
at least eight— but no more than 12— ounces 
of low-mercury fish a week, an amount equiv- 
alent to two or three servings. 

The Food and Drug Administration and 
Environmental Protection Agency which 
have squabbled for years about how to advise 
Americans about mercury in seafood, said fol- 
lowing their advice would increase the chanc- 
es that women and young children obtain 
beneficial nutrients while avoiding the toxic

Kristeen Young gives 
voice to the periphery 

By Andy Downing i for redeye 
Kristeen Young might not be a household 
name, but the St. Louis-bred, New York- 
based singer-songwriter has recorded with 
a bevy of musical heavyweights. The list 
includes David Bowie, Dave Grohl and Mor- 
rissey who described his fondness for Young 
in his 2013 autobiography, writing, “The solid 
fixity of her presentation is as striking as 
having a safe drop on your head from a tenth- 
floor window.” 

“Playing with all these people ... just fell 
into place,” Young— who declines to give 
her age and recently released her aggres- 
sive, piano-driven new album “The Knife 
Shift”— said by phone. (Note: Friday’s show 
with Morrissey and Young at the Civic Opera 
House has been canceled.) “I thought my 
career would go: You get on an indie and then 
you work your way up and get on a major. I’ve 
never gotten any of that, but yet I’ve been 
very accepted by a lot of artists, and that’s a 
wonderful thing.” 

Can you recall the first time you met 
Morrissey? 

The very first time I met him, he didn’t 
recognize me. He had seen me in a video he 
really liked, and he didn’t recognize me as 
that person, so he had me kicked out of the 
studio. [Laughs.] He was like, “Who is that 
girl? Get her out of here!” 

You’ve been entrenched as his opener for 
a number of years, and his audiences were 
fairly cruel early on. Have they become more 
accepting of your music in recent times? 

Yeah, it’s shifted a lot. This tour I’m on now, 
we’re being so well received I don’t even 
know how to handle it. I’ve never had nice 
things happen to me before, so I really don’t 
know what to do with that. 

Does being his opener carry over into other 
avenues? Are you always opening doors for 


him? Pickle jars? 

[Laughs.] Very funny No, he’s very giving to 
me, actually He opens my pickle jars. 

Mow’d you connect with Dave Grohl for 
your new album “The Knife Shift” [on which 
the former Nirvana member/current Foo 
Fighter plays drums throughout]? 

He guest hosted on “Chelsea Lately” last 
year, and there’s a writer and regular on that 
show, a stand-up comic named April Rich- 
ardson, and I guess they formed a friendship 
the week he was on there and she gave him a 
mixtape with one of my songs on it. He liked 
the song, looked me up on YouTube and we 
started emailing. 

When you get an email from Dave Grohl is the 
first thought, “Someone is catfishing me”? 

Well, no, because April mentioned he was 
going to be writing me. 

The title of the song “Rough Up the Groove” 
could almost double as a description of your 
approach to performance. There’s a reai phys- 
icaiity to your music, like you’re attacking the 
songs rather than simpiy piaying them. 

I guess it’s just the musical representation of 
my personality 

Wouid you describe yourself as more ag- 
gressive? When you piayed freeze tag as a 
kid, wouid you tag peopie a littie too hard? 

Oh, no! In fact, people tell me that I’m really 
different offstage. I’m an introvert for the 
most part, which I’ve been working on my 
whole life because I don’t really want to be. 

I’m very passionate about things, and I’Ugive 
my opinions, but I’m a pretty meek person 
other than that. 

What is it about music that draws that more 
aggressive aspect out in you? 

I’ve just always been very affected by sound. 

I guess it taps into the center of who I am. 
Like I said. I’m a very passionate person 
with a lot of emotion, and I guess it comes 
out there.

On “V for Voicano,” you penned songs from 
the points-of-view of supporting piayers in 
Hoiiywood f iims [the Angry Appie Tree in “The 
Wizard of Oz,” etc.]. Why do you think you’re 
drawn to those far-f rom-the-marquee types? 
It’s pretty obvious, isn’t it? [Laughs.] It’s 
because I feel like a peripheral player a lot. 
I’ve always been fascinated by people who 
don’t get all the attention— the underdogs. 

I feel like those are the type of people that 
are generally attracted to my music, too, the 
kinds who are considered odd and are either 
made fun of or just made to feel invisible. 


You’ve got songs on your new aibum with 
tides like “This Is War” and “I’ll Show You.” 
After all this time, is there stili a sense you 
need to prove yourself as an artist? 

I think people have to prove themselves con- 
stantly, and I definitely do. Nobody knows 
who I am. [Laughs.] Those songs aren’t 
necessarily about my journey in the music 
business — or lack of All of life is war, really 
It’s all a struggle.

Peek behind the curtain into Bridgeport’s first professional theater company, The Bridge 
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By Julia Borcherts i for redeye 
Chicago is home to approximately 250 theater and 
comedy companies, but none of them call Bridgeport 
home. That’s about to change. 

Friday marks the debut of The Bridge, which is 
housed in The Orphanage, the second floor theater 
space above the historic First Lutheran Church of 
the Trinity Founder Kestutis Nakas— a Roosevelt 
University theater professor and a Bridgeport resident 


since 2005— believes that the time is right to bring low- 
cost, professional-quality theater to the neighborhood. 

“I think the need is there,” Nakas said. “I think 
Bridgeport is full of educated, arts-conscious people 
that would love to have a theater in their neighborhood 
that they could walk to. And if they can see something 
decent for the price of a movie ticket, I can’t imagine 
why they wouldn’t want to come and check that out.” 

The Bridge opens with the world premiere of “The 


Golf Ball,” a contemporary adaptation of Anton 
Chekhov’s “The Seagull,” set in Chicago, which follows 
the romantic and artistic conflicts of a group of theater 
professionals. Nakas penned the script and co-stars in 
the production. Here, he gives us a peek behind the 
curtain into The Bridge.

. » What you’ll see when you walk In: 

Fourteen large windows topped with 
stained glass panel-inlaid Gothic arches, a 
raised stage with concealed footlights that 
Nakas hopes to eventually restore to work- 
ing condition, a communion rail, 

100 years of memorabilia in the stairway 
leading up to the theater and two large 
walls of bookshelves for the church’s 
“books for prisoners” program that church 
staff offered to move but Nakas left intact. 


» Some Chicago-specific references in “The 
Golf Ball”: “It’s set in the slummiest apartment 
building in Lincoln Park,” Nakas said. Additional set 
locations include Theater on the Lake, and there 
are mentions of Lake Michigan, the Goodman 
Theatre, Lincoln Park-and yes, Bridgeport. 

» There’s also avant-garde performances on 
tap: Followspot, a monthly cabaret featuring 
cutting-edge performance art, kicks off July 12. 


» The year it was buiit: 1913 

» Why the space is called 
The Orphanage: No, it was 

never actually an orphanage. 
A group of fringe musicians 
who used to perform in the 
space called it The Orphanage 
as a tongue-in-cheek refer- 
ence to their self-proclaimed 
status as artistic orphans and 
the nickname stuck. 


» Only minor 
renovations were 
required: Think 
theatrical lights 
on poles, light- 
blocking window 
curtains (which 
will not conceal 
the stained glass) 
and auditorium- 
type chairs for 
seating. 


» The actors exit the kitchen to 
enter the stage: The (working) 
kitchen to the left of the stage 
doubles as a dressing room-The 
Bridge has set up a screen at its 
entrance-where the audience 
can catch glimpses of the actors 
putting on costumes and make- 
up prior to the show. The actors 
emerge from the kitchen, flow 
through the audience and walk 
up steps to the elevated stage.
